69 (new). In a method of treating idiopathic Parkinson's disease in a patient 
receiving a stable dose of levodopa, the improvement comprising: 

concurrently administering safmamide, or a pharmaceutically acceptable sah thereof, on 
an oral dosage schedule of about 0.5 mg/kg/day to about 5 mg/kg/day, 

without reducing the patient's dose of concurrently administered levodopa. 

70 (new - withdrawn). In a method of treating idiopathic Parkinson's disease in a 
patient receiving a stable dose of dopamine agonist, the improvement comprising: 

concurrently administering safmamide, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, on 
an oral dosage schedule of about 0.5 mg/kg/day to about 5 mg/kg/day, 

without reducing the patient's dose of concurrently administered dopamine agonist. 
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
